Spring Business in a Dull and Back- 
ward State. 


Talk With Merchants on the Causes 
of the Stagnation. 


ao 


Qn *Change—Grain and Provisions— 
The Prospects, However, 
Very Bright. 


The present unusual stagnation in the 
wholesale trade of the city has caused some of 
those dealers who are inclined to look upon the 
darker side of everything to feel rather blue 
over the prospects for the spring trade. While 


there isto some extent a reason for this de- | 


pressed feeling there is no reason to antici- 
pate anything alarming. This dullness, as far 
as can be learned,extends to dry goods, cloth- 
ing, boots and shoes, hats and caps and the 
notion trade, the grocery and provision trade 
being affected but very little. Interviews with 
anumber of leading dealers by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter to-day show that this depres- 
sion is not remarkable, but the result of 
natural causes. 

‘*There is nothing remarkable or alarming 


in it,’’ 
SAID MR. TENNENT, 


of the wholesale boot and shoe house 
of Tennent, Walker & Co. The drouth of 
last summer which visited a section of 
the country that belongs to St. Louis was fol- 
lowed by a very open winter, which compelled 
the country dealers to carry over most of their 
heavy stock. Then the floods followed, and 
the roads were so bad in the country that the 
farmers could not get totown. Up to the lst 
of March our sales were ahead of those of last 
year. The spring trade is behind, and we ex- 
pect thatit will be late; but when it does come 


it will be betterthan last year. The trou»le 
now is that the farmers can’t get about; but 
fair weather tor afew days will put matters in 
Bhape again. 

MR. SHELTON, 
of the hat and cap house of Gauss, Hunicke & 
OCo., when spoken to upon the subject, said: 

**Our Februury trade was better than the last 
year, but the failure of the crops last fall 
causes the spring trade, which should have 
commenced before this, to be backward. 
The drummers say that it will be three or 
four weeks late, but when it does come 
it willbe good. There is another case of dull 
trade. The country merchants have been 
speculating in futures and some of them have 
lost heavily. In January all the houses began 
sending out their men, when it was really too 
early to expect much trade, but one or two 
houses started it and all the others thought 
that they must@olliow the example. We had 
fifteen men out. Of course trade was dull, as 
might have been expected, and this caused 
some talk. There will be a large Arkansas 
and Texastrade. Arkansas is flooded, but 
that don’t affect things much. A short season 
of pleasant weather will fix things all right. 
The wt troubleis the failure of the crops 
last tall followed by an open winter and the 
recent floods. If a good crop is made this 
— we willhave the biggest fall trade we 

ave ever known. I have just heard trom 
the wheat district of Saline county 

and itis reported good, It looked rather bad 
at the time of the high water, butit looks all 
right now and the prospects for a big crop are 
favorable. Thereis not the slightest cause 
for alarm and ina few weeks trade will be 
fully as good if not better than usual.’’ 
B. EISEMAN, 
of the wholesale dry goods house of Rice, 
Styx & Oo., said: ‘*The river and bottom 
trade is bad, the natural result ofthe floods. 
The spring trade is backward of course, but 
when it does come it will be large, and the fall 
trade will be larger. What we lose this spring 
we will make upinthe fall. You see we have had 
two bad years in, succession, a thing I have 
not known beforeinthe South. I have lived 
in the South for twenty years and never knew 
ol two such yearsin succession. Last year we 
hadadrouth andthe year before we hada 
very wet season. This year we have had 
the floods. The actual damage done 
issmall, but itis enough to demoralize trade. 
The Western trade promises favorably. The 
Spring trade will probably be light, but with 
ivvorable weather things will brighten up so 
that the fall trade will be unprecedentedly 
large.’’ 
MR. LEVIS, 

of the wholesale millinery and fancy goods 
house of Rosenheim, Levis & Co., appeared 
to be in excellent spirits when called upon by 
the reporter, and said: 

**We don’t complain, for we have all we can 
attendto. Our trade is better than it was last 
year. All we want is good weather and we 
are bound to have a good trade. The stagna- 
t:on may apply to some branches of trade, but 
itdoes notupply toall. Our branch of trade 
i always good at this season of the year and 
we have not noticed any decrease in it, 
notwithstanding the drouth und the high 
water. They may affect some kinds of trade, 
but they do not affect ours in the least.’’ 

MK. BOOGHER, 
of the hat and cap house of Rainwater, 
Boogher & Co., inreply to questions regarding 
the state of trade, said: 

‘*‘Itissomewhat dull, but not remarkably 
©. Under the circumstances it would not be 
reasonabie to expect anything else. The crop 
mst year was short and in some places it was 
1iOtal fuilure. Then the recent floods affected 
*considerably. The senpecnes | people are not 
sbie to wet to town. The roads areimpassable, 
Phere will be a good spring trade, however, 
but it will be late. The country merchants 
whoboughtthelr goods eariv last vear have 
had to curry them over on account of the open 
winter, and have been trying to dispose of 
thei bolore coming to market. The trade in 
February was tar in excess of last year, and in 
about sixty days there will be a big trade, 
Witha govod many houses this trade is now 
wuch bigger than it was last year.’’ 

A gentieman who travels for the wholesale 
dry goods house of Samuel ©, Davis & Co. said 
bo the reporter: 

‘Trade is dull, but you can’t expect any- 
thing else. We are in the burned district, 
where the drouth played hob with the 


the past few weeks has affected the farmers so 
that they have been obiiged to dispose of their 
stock and now they have nothing to realize 
on. In one smal! town ot 400 inhabitants that 
Ll was in last weok there bas been $74,000 spent 
for corn this year. The farmers have to buy 
corn for what stock they have and they have 
nothing tosell. Butthe prospects for a wheat 
crop are good. 1 was down in Southwest Mis- 
souri jast week and the wheat crop was never 
finerinthe world. On some of the low lands 
the crop is not good and some of the bottoms 
are still under water. I knew last winter that 
trade would be dull this spring, but the house 
couldn’t realize it, and now they sce that I 
was right. Ali thatis keeping the merchants 
up nowis the anticipation of a good wheat 
crop. Arkansas, Lilinois, Kansas, Nebrasku, 
Western hentucky, Western Tennesses, Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana, all saffered by the 
droutn, but there is every indication that the 
will recover from it within a short time, ann 
there is no reason forthe merchants here to 
feel biue aboutthe outiook, tor when trade 
comes it will be big. 1 teil you that these me- 
chanics who are getting up strikes now are a 
get of fools, and they ought to be contented 
now with what they get. It is time enough for 
Strikes when the country is prosperous. The 
country is not prosperous now, or trade would 
be better. In one town in the Southwest one 
of the oldest inhabitants told methat be had 
never until now known butter to sell for thirty 
cents a pound there. This shows that the 
farmers have got rid of their stock and butter 
ig scarce.’’ 

**No,’’ said a prominent wholesale dry 
pie merchant whose modesty prompted 

im to exact irom the reporter a promise that 
his name &bould not appearin vrint, ‘‘there 
is nO unusUm! depression. There is nothing 
outoft harnigny with the condition of the 
crops. For &# week or tep days following the 


‘*The drouth of last yearand the floods of 
this have weakened trade somewhat, and the 
Prospects are very uncertain. The wheat 
crop will be good, but those farmers who had 
ties and property that would float have lost 
them. Sone of the country merchants hac to 
close up their stores, and others are over- 
stocked owing to the open winter. There was 
not much of asale for heavy woolen goods. 
There the farmers have been obliged to pay 75 
cents and $1 a bushelforcorn. They have not 
enough for home consumption, and of course 
have nothingtosell. We get letters from 
country merchants all over the country, who 
complain of the condition of affairs, but who 
0 d that if we get good weather now for a time 
things will not be so bad.’’ 

WM. H. KELLOGG, 
the wholesale dealer in clothing, said: 

**Trade is duller than usual, of course, OW- 
ing to the shortage in the crops last fall and 
the light winter. The floods have a little to 
do with it, but the short crops 
and open winter are the principal 
Causes, There is no reason for|alarm, and 
within afew weeks trade will be as lively as 
usual.*’ 

Interviews with a number of other mer- 
chants showed that there was comparatively 
little anxiety among the merchants and, that 
although trade was dull at present, a general 
brightening up of affairs was expected within 
afew weeks, 

ON ’CHANGE. 

Business is and has been for some time past 
extremely dull in nearly all branches of trade. 
Receipts of grain are very light, though the 
average since the first of the yearis above that 
of last year for the same time, with the single 
exception of barley. This increase, however, 
in wheat was due to the ‘‘corner’’ that was at- 
temptedin February, in which prices were 
held so extremely high that naturally an un- 
usually heavy amount of wheat was attracted 
here. This was the only good this ‘‘corner’’ 
did the market, and the good done in this way 
was more than counterbalanced by the evil 
effects felt by the market and the trade gen- 
erally fm more ways than one from this 
*‘corner.’’ Takingthe business on the floor 
as a whole, the amount now beingitransacted 
is simply insignificant. In the grain and 
flour trade especially isthisso. Receipts are 
light of grain andthe demand small, coming 
from entirely different points inthis country, 
there being no European trade atall. This 1s 
of course due to prices inthe markets of this 
country being out of all parity with those of 
Europe. Traders in grain options feel the 
dullness as well as those engaged in handling 
the actual erain, andtne voice of the specu- 
lative Operator is almost hushed and the ‘‘pit’’ 
presents a deserted appearance. The‘‘corner’’ 
now being run in April wheat in Chicago is 
the principal cause for the slackening 
in speculation bere, and the effect 
of this ‘‘corner’’ is felt in Chi- 
cago just the same asitis herein an almost 
cessation of business. A prominent firm in 
that market writes that their ‘‘commission 
merchants are doing nothing but sitting 
around cursing the clique that is manipulat- 
ipg the market.’’ 

THE FLOUR TRADE 
has resolved itself down to a small peadling 
business. Brokerssaythe only orders they 
receive are for small lots tor Southern ship- 
ment. They are doing nothing with the East, 
nor have they for a long time, as prices in this 
market have ruled too high to fill kastern or- 
ders. The same, too, with the European 


the city flour menufacturers, statedthat it was 
a perfect drag. Out of two mills he Was 
abie to keep one running, and as it wasa mill 
with all the modern improvements he man- 
agea to keep about even on tbe flour he 
made. Only since the price of the wheat 
broke dewn from the inflated pcint it bad 
been held at by the February ‘‘corner’’ 
had the millers really been able to handle 
wheat in this market with safety. He ascrib- 
ed the dullnessin the flour trade entirely to 
the high prices that have ruled.

Operators say that 
there is a good active business. Orders from 
the Soutin for meats are free and liberal and 
prices prevailing here; are readily met and 
paid. Kutthereis not nor hasthere been tor 
along time any trade with Europe. Bro- 
kers who have done a large business in the 
filling of European orders for provisions are 
now doing nothing. One of them said to-day: 
‘*Up tothis time last yearl bad filled orders 
for Reowean thirty and forty thousand boxes 
of bacon for Europe. This season 1 have not 
lied an order.’’

The administrator of the estate of a deceased 
brother paid a number of debts without hav- 
ing them allowed in the Probate OCOourt. 
When he presented his first annual settle- 
ment the court refused to al- 
low him credit tor these payments 
in accordance with statutory provision, 

Judge Woerner holds that the only safe 
course, demanded alike by the dictates of 
justice and the statutory requirement, is to 
allow the claims of record so that they may 
speak for themselves whenever called in ques- 
tion. By treating the administrator as ihe 
assignee of the creditor paid,the administrator 
isindemnified without the costs and delays 
incident to a chancery proceeding. If the 
assets are insuflicient to payin full, the ad- 
ministrator must lose the excess between the 
dividend due and that amount which he paid 
for. In this State an administrator has no 
right to prefer one creditor of an equal class to 
another.

CORPORATE DISSOLUTION. 
How Not to Proceed for Forfeiture of a 
Franchise. 

Judge Thayer decided to-day a motion af- 
tecting corporations not exercising the func- 
tions and powers conferred by franchise. It 
was the suit of William C. Wilson against the 


Memphis, Carthage and Northwestern Rall- 
road Company. The plaintiff had entered 
amotionto quash the return. Service was 
bad bv delivery of the writto James Baker, 
president of the company. Theanswer was to 
the effect that he was not president of .the 
company atthetime of service and that the 
corporation was dissolved six years 
since by rgason of the non-user 
of its franchise; thatit had of late held no 
meetings and elected no oflicere. The court 
holdsthat itcannot in accordance with estab- 
lished rules of law enter upon atrialana dis- 
pose of questions on &a preliminary motion to 
quash writand return. A decree of fortei.ure of 
a franchiseitor a non-user can only be enteredin 
a direct proceeding to dissolve a corporation, 
and not ina collateral proceeding. The mere 
suspension of a corporate franchise does not 
operate to destroy it or to prevent suits against 
it. The court regards the motion as an at- 
tempt on the part of plaintiff to getan adjudi- 
cation of forfeiture in the case of this com- 
pany, and it declines to §so adjudicate, over- 
ruling the motion.

That when a 
person runs away, or absents or 
conceals himeelf, or makes a fraudulent 
transfer of property or otherwise attempt, to 
defraud his creditors, the latter may file a 
agg for bankrupt proceedings against 
im. Insolvency shall exist only when the 
debtor’s liabilities exceed the value of his 
property. Powers to extend time or stuy 
proceedings are conferred upon the court. 
Any eopveyance of transfer or payments 
made and received in view of bankruptcy 
may be set asideif found to be contrary to 
the just rights of other creditors; but money 
obtained and used in good faith, though 
unsuccessfully, to avert an impending bank- 
rupwy or to saveathreatened sacrifice of 
property or for sickness or other like neces- 
sity, will be preferred ia payment or in se- 
curity by the court. If it appears that any 
creditor bas oppressive vy sought to force a 


* debtor into bankruptcy or to obtain any frau- 


dulent advantage over creditors, the court 
may deny such creditor participation in the 
estate. The district courts shall be consid-

One Hundred Journeymen Painters Quit

The bosses are announced to 
meet to nightand arrive at some method of 
concerted action, and, as a majority of em- 
oes ers bave already met the demand, it is 

lieved the remainder will ccme t terms. 
At auy rate, the strikers are entiusiastic, and 
at their meeting this afternoon declared they 
would shortly succeed. 

The custom and factory shoemakers have 
generally found their demands complied with 
and nearly all returned to work this morning. 
Their strike is regarded as virtually at an end. 
The brickmasons and other trades that threat- 
ened a strike are still undecided.

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A STORY OF THE SEA. 

A few days ago there arrived at San Fran- 
cisco, from a remote island of the South 
Pacific, a young man named EDWARD CHRIS- 
TIAN, Who is intimately connected with a 
strange story of the sea, which has thus far 
escaped the prying pencil of the ubiquitous 
and enterprising reporter. That story—which, 
if told as fuliy as its interest justifies, would 
fill a large volume—we put in the fewest pos- 
sible words. 

In 1787 the British Government conceived 
the idea of introducing the bread-fruit plant 
of Tahiti into the West Indian colonies. The 
ship Bounty was selected for the voyage and 
placed under command of Lieut. WILLIAM 
BLIGH, an oflicer who had served with credit 
in various subordinate capacities, and par- 
ticularly in the then recent circumnavigatory 
expedition of Capt. CooK. His chief officer 


was FLETCHER CHRISTIAN, a young gentle-. 


man belonging to an old and respectable 
family in the north of England, and having 
an excellent reputation, professional and 
otherwise. The Bounty arrived at Tahiti 
in October, 1788, and remained there 
six months, taking on board over a 
thousand plants, and then sailed for 
Jamaica. The trouble which had been 
brewing since a few days after the de- 
parture from England now came rapidly to a 
head. BLIGH was a thorouchgoing “salt-wa- 
ter devil,’’ having neither sympathy with nor 
respect for those under him, and asserting his 
autocratic authority in many aggravating 
ways. CHRISTIAN seems to dave been the 
special object of ill-treatment, in which 
insult was added to injury, and though he 
bore it with commendable patience, doing bis 
duty and saying nothing, matters grew worse 
instead of better. At last, forbearance hay- 
ing ceased to be a virtue, a mutiny broke out, 
of which CHRISTIAN was the leading spirit, and 
on the 28th of April, 1789, twenty-four days 
after leaving Tahiti, BLIGH and eighteen men 
who chose to follow his fortunes were set 
adrift in the launch, with only a small quan- 
tity of provisions and water, and neither sex- 
tant nor map. BLIGH, who, with ali his 
faults, was a splendid sallor, succeeded in 
reaching the island of Timor on the 14th of 
June without the loss of a man, having sailed 
8,600 nautical miles in an open boat and ua- 
dergoing terrible hardships. Meanwhile the 
ship, CHRISTIAN having assumed command, 
returned to Tahiti, where sixteen of the 
mutineers preferred remaining. The rest, 
nine in number, with eighteen natives—six 
men and twelve womnn—hastened away, and 
for elghteen years their whereabouts was 
completely unknown. As soon as BLIGH ar- 
rived in England the Government sent a 
vessel, the Pandora, to Tahiti, and captured 
all left there, fourteen of whom were afier- 
wards convicted and hanged. In 1808 an 
American whaler happened to be passing 
near Pitcairn Island, in the South Pacific, 
distant three thousand miles from the nearest 
coast of South America, and, needing water, 
ran in to procure a supply, not expecting to 
meet ahuman being, much less a civilized 
one. Tothe astonishment of the Captain, a 
boat came offand he was requested in very 
good English to “throwarope.” The rope 
was thrown, twoor three fine-looking fellows 
came aboard, andthe mystery of the long- 
lost Bounty was explained. CHRISTIAN, af- 
ter leaving Tahiti, had gone direct to Pitcairn 
and there takeu up permanent residence, 
using such material of the sbip as was val- 
uable ashore and burning and sinking 
the remainder. The island was orig- 


inally discovered by CARTERET, in 
1767, and named after the oflicer of 
marines who first saw it from the 


mast-head—the same oflicer, by the way, who, 
as Major PITCAIRN, played a prominent part 
in the battle of Bunker Hill. Itistwoand a 

quarter miles long und about half as wide; 
the total area being considerably less than 

one and a half square miles. It is weil 
wooded and watered and the soil fertile, but 

there is scarcely a level spot on it, and the sea 
approaches, except a narrow beach on one 

side, are exceedingly precipitous. At the 
time of the American visit only one of the 

mutineers survived—ALEXANDER SMITH, 
who had changed his name to JOHN ADAMS. 

The rest had perished by disease, debauchery 
and violence, bloody quarrels having sprung 
up among them, mainly on account of the 
women. CHRISTIAN himself was killed in, 
his own door-yard by an unknown enemy, 
The fate of his comrades wrought an entire 
change in ADAMS, and he had accomplished 
a peaceful and happy revolution tn the little 
colony, ruling it undera sort of patriarchal 
government based on the Bible, and securing 
for the people as much happiness and pros- 


time two hundred and nineteen persons. 
Three years later two families, seventeen per- 
sons, went pack to Pitcairn, which their de- 
scendants are now filling for the third time, 
and from whence EDWARD CHRISTIAN, the 
great-grandson of FLETCHER, came. BYRON 
made the story we have told the foundation 
of his poem, “The Island.” Buicu, it is 
proper toremark, did not improve with age 
and experience, He commanded a ship in 
the war with France, and treated his men so 
badly that they ran the vessel into an enemy’s 
port. He was then, in 1806, appointed Goy- 
ernor of New South Wales, and played the 
tyrant so vigorously that in 1808 he was ar- 
rested by his civiland military subordinates 
andsent home. He died, to the satisfaction 
of all concerned, in 1817. 


THE walking match just completed in New 
York has proved several things besides the 
fact that itis possible for a man to run six 
hundred miles ina hundred and forty-two 
hours. It has proved that in spite of the 
humanizing influences of what we are pleased 
to call civilization, people are just as fond of 
brutal and _ revolting spectacles in the 
Nineteenth century. as they were when 
the ladies and gentlemen of Rome 
crowded the dress circle of the Circus 
Maximus and watched the gladiators hew off 
each other’s limbs, or applauded the wild 
beasts for rending a Christian maiden. In the 
New York contest, which closed on Saturday 
night, when some humane man, who had by 
accident blundered into the crowd who were 
gloating over HUGuEs’ sufferings, called out 
to take the wretch off the track, it was the 
silvery voice of lovely woman which inter- 
posed and demanded that HUGHES go 
on with his suicidal torture. Over 
ninety thousand people paid their entrance 
fee to see this disgusting exhibition. A prize 
fight or a bear-baiting match would not draw 
nearly as well. The winner of the match, 
HAZAEL, gets $21,750, which is certainly good 
pay for a week’s work. It is a pity that human 
society 1s so constituted that it is only possi- 
ble to make money at this rate either by be- 
coming a brute or a burglar. And even 
then the chances are against such large re- 
wards. 


THE condition of the streets of St. Louis is 
a topic about which morg interest is felt than 
any other issue now before the people. An 
instance of the thought given to the street 
problem in every quarter is furnished by the 
proposition of the Famous Shoe and Clothing 
Company. They suggest a voluntary tax of 
+s of 1 per cent on the gross cash receipts of 
every business house, 1-16th of 1 per cént 
on every doliar’s worth of real estate-end 
1-20th of 1 per cent. on every dollar’s worth 
of personal property owned in the city of 
St. Louis for the current year beginning 
March 1, 1882, the fund thus raisea to be 
deposited in bank until 1883, and then used 
in repairing the streets. They propose to 
head the list. We have already taken ground 
srainst all schemes of this class for securing 
rood streets, but the proposition of the 
‘Famous’? people shows that the citizens 
who have a real interest in the welfare of St. 
Louis are aroused to the fact that some- 
thing must be done.

Who the Lucky Ones Will be—The Slate 
Almost Completed by the 
zs Mayor. 


Immediately after Mr. Ewing’s election to 
the Mayoralty the new incumbent was be- 
sieged by a swarm of applicants eager to secure 
the pleasant positions held by the appointees 
of his predecassor. These gentlemen vigor- 
ously insisted thatit wasthe Mayor’s imme- 
diate duty to replace Mayor Overstolz’ nomi- 
nees by new ones of his own at once. The 
morning after the election Mr. Ford Smith and 


Mr, James E. Withrow entered the City 
Hall from different directions and 
solemnly took possession ot that 


grotesque building in the name of the Rebub- 
lican Central Committee and the party ma- 
chine. It was expected that thismovement 


would pe followed by immediate expulsion of 
all those municipal officers whoowed their ex- 
istence to the Kaiser’s friendiy rotice, and 
that the supporters of the new Mayor would 
receive their rewards as soon as the Mayor’s 
secretary could make out their commissions. 
It transpired, however, much to the chagrin 
of these gentiemen, that there existed in the 
present charter a provision which con- 
tinued Mayor Overstolz’s appointees in 
their respective positions until April, 1883, 
and that Mr. Ewing was determined to permit 
them toremain in undisputed possession of 
their places until the expiration of that time. 
The intervening two years the Mayor would de- 
vote to learning tor himseif the needs of the 
departments in order that he might be en- 
abied intelligently to supply them with capa- 
ble chiefs. Hehas uot removed a single ofi- 
cer, although it is known he is quite anxious to 
dismiss a large number of tne subordinate 
clerks and deputies who are  practicaily 
supernumeraries and do nothing for the 
city in return for the comfortable salaries 
they receive. Itis believed in political circles 
that Mr. Ewing by this time has definitely de-

‘‘That’s rather tar off, isn’t it?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

‘*Oh, yes, but you newspaper fellows are 
alwayson the lo»kout for fresh news, and 
you can’t say that information abvut the 
Mayor’s siate wili not be fresh, can you? You 
just go to and you'lifind it worth your 
while.’’

His relations with 
Mayor Ewing are moct friendly, and, notwith- 
standing his political affiliations, I think it 
quite probable tnat he wil! be reappointed. 
COMMISSIONER OF SUPPLIES. 

This place is wanted by more men than you 
have room to print the names of. But the 
choice lies practically between only two men, 
and it puzzies the Mayor a good deal to select 
one in preterence tothe other. These men are 
Pete Dailey, who is supported by the Stalwart 
wing, and Alfred Perrier, whose claims are 
backed by the powertul Hiemenz Vogel Berg 
Wiegand coalition.

What a Physician Says—Prospecting 
feran Opium Establishment 
in St. Louis. 


Much has been written concerning the pre- 
valence of the opium habit in St. Louis and 
the existence of opium dens here, but still 
comparatively little is known by the general 
public of the actual extent of this most de- 
moralizing of all habits. The public has been 
treated from time to time with newspaper ar- 
ticles descriptive of the opium densof the 
city, and the inference has been drawn that 
nearly every Chinese laundry has connected 
with itaroom or cellar wherein the privilece 
of smoking Opium is soldto whoever expresses 
a desire toindulge inthe dangerous pastime. 
This impression is erroneous, as can easily be 
geen upon careful investigation. Itis true 
thatabout one year ago there were three 
regular opium dens in the city, the 
principal one being then located in the cellar 
of Jo Cann’s laundry, on Chestnut street, 
between Sixth and Seventh. These dens were 
patronized almost exclusively by the Chinese, 
and were broken up by the police within the 
past year. There are now no regular opium 
dens in the city where smoking is carried on 
openly, and not wore than one or two where 
itis done atall. They are accessible to none 
but Chinamen, and the practice is carried on 
80 quietly that even the police who patrol in 
the vicinity of these houses are unaware of 
their existence. While the opium dens were 
open the number of white persons who visited 
them was comparatively sma!l, and comprised 
in the main those who indulged only in experi- 
mental smokes in order to ascertain from 
actual experience how itfeltto be under the 
influence of the drug. Now the Chinaman 
who smokes does so in the secrecy of bis dom- 


icile and alone, or with a fellow-Celestial, and, 
as he does not § interfere with his 
neighbors, is allowed to smoke in peace. 
ALTHOUGH THE CHINESE 
of St. Louis no jlonger hold out inducements 
to the Christian public to become opium 
emokers, it must not be inferred that the 
habit has not obtained a foothold here or that 
itis mot growing. Itis astartiing fact that 
opium smoking is indwuigedin here to an ex- 
tent entirely unsuspected by those who have 
not been initiated into the mysteries of *‘work- 
the joint,’’ as the habit is jocularly termed 
in New York. Inthe latier city this methoa 
of driving dull care away is fest superseding 
the use of intoxicants among the fast young 
men and romantic women of the city, and 
Eavete establishments are numerous where 
undyeds of young men and women resort 
almost daily to seek thatrelief from nervous 
excitement which the seducive drug affords. 
Opium parlors wherein the face of a China- 
manisnever seen and whose rich carpets, 
luxurious divans and princely surroundings 
fare designed expressly for the use 
of the ‘‘better class’'’ of Christians, may be 
found plentifullv sprinkled over the pgreat 
metropolis from Union Square to Forty-secona 
street. With spiendid surroundings, the vice 
loses halt its hideousness, and it is not to be 
wondered at that it finds new devotees every 
day. Having established itselfin the metrop- 
olis, it begins to stretch out its arms, like the 
deadly Octopus, to grasp more victims, and 
finds them in the smaller cities of the country. 
It has been stated that one of these opium 
parlors was recently opened in Chicago, that 
one has been in operation for some time in 
Dincinnati, and yesterday a TPost-DIsparcu 
reporter wasinformed upon what was consid- 
ered reliable authority thatone wus about to 
be opened in St. Louis by a man and his wife 
who have been running one successfully on 
*wenty-second street, in New York. No fur- 
-hor information could be obtained than that 
the man was in the city during the past 
week and bad been negotiating for the lease of 
P residence on Washington avenue near Thir- 
enth street.

What They Will Pay—Who are 
the Candidates—Politi- 

cal Rewards. | 


The struggle over the Federal patronage in 
this city has already commenced, and as the 
Republican ovarty ‘is somewhat divided 
amongst itself, the contest will naturally as- 
sume an interesting ‘ attitude. The 
Stalwarts will generally combine 
2pon one candidate, while the 
Half-breeds, who are naturally soured with 
their old associates, will distribute themselves 
over as many recommendations as will tend 
to make their ranks more solid and numerous. 
It is openly deciared upon the one hand that 
the friends of Gen. Grant are in the best posi- 
tion to apply to the present Administration for 
office, and that those who favored the milkK- 
and-water policy of Hayes or Garfield have 


no chance of ever gaining an official foothold. 
The tendency appears highly favorable to the 
Stalwarts, and it is therefore a matter of con- 
siderable importance to the politicians to 
know who will receive their support.

The salary attached 
to the Qoilectorship reaches $5,000 a year, and 
is naturally considered choice picking for the 
faithful. esides its financial gains, it has a 
very large following of patronage, 
including deputies and clerks As 
Salaries ranging from $900 to $2,000, 
storekeepers at 4 a day; gaugers at good fees; 
inspectors and agents at$saday. This pre- 
sents numerous opportunities for self- 
advancement, and the man who is once Col- 
lector generally has a moral certainty of some- 
thing better. Thus it transpires that Mr. 
Sturgeon is not a candidate for reappoint- 
nent, but his place will, it is said, be strug- 
gled for by Sam’l B. Churchill and M.A. 
Rosenblatt, who are alleged to be tearing 
around with their petitions.

Patiick, the lumber dealer, has an envious eye 
on the Marshaiship, and is alleged to be well 
supported. Jno. H. Pohlmann, chairman of 
the City Republican Central Committee, has re- 
cently appeared on the horizoa and will be 
thorouguly backed. In this little collection 
there is an equal mixture of Stalwarts and 
linif-breeds, so that the President may shut 
his eyes and take his choice. The array of 
names wili be larger than for any other ap- 
pointment.

THE POST OFFICE 

is the Mecca ot ail the aspiring local politicians, 
and before a new occupant hus commenced to 
warm his chair he has the slate-makers pre- 
paring for bis succession.

TRIBUTE WORK. 


The Miners Quit Work on Account of 
Reductions in Pay.

EUREKA, NEV., March 6,—Manager Pro- 
lert,of the Richmond mines,has issued an or- 
der reducing the pereentagefor tribute ore 
under a certain grade. This morning about 
one hundred tributers marched from Ruby 
Hill to see if;Proiert could not be induced to 


rescind the order. Prolert, however, 
refused to withdraw his order 
and the miners conciuded to quit 
work. This does not affect 


the men at work at $4 in the mine. The tribute 
system is very common in the district. Here- 
tofore the body of men who quit work have 
been paid fifteen per cent on all ore assaying 
$30 a ton and upwards. By the recent order 
a reduction of five per cent was made on ore 
yielding $35 perton. The Richmond being a 
foreign company,the reduction is not likely to 
affect the tribute work in other mines.

The 
next day he quarrelled with his servaut, who, 
being dismissed, betrayed his former master, 
an‘ he told a dreadful story of a vourng man 
who was concealed within King-Fu, and who 
suffered horrible agonies during each per- 
formance. The police intervened and found 
that there certainly was a boy (Rosen’s own 
nephew) inside King-F'u, but that he was, all 
things considered, pretty cemfortable and 
certainly suffered no agony. The papers 
got wind of the affair, and Rosen 
announced his departnre from Vienna. 
But justice, in the shape of the poiice, 
stopped him and actually put him in 
prison on the charge that he had cheated 
the public of 20,000 florins. After five days 
detention M. Rosen was liberated. there be- 
ing no real charge against kim. The public, 
although duped, was entirely on M. Rosen’s 
side. Those who believed thata machine, 
once wound up, could answer muititudineus 
queations must have believed in a miracie, 
and those who didnot believe it must, of 
course, have tacitly acknowledged that they 
were being deceivedin some manner. When 
M. Rosen complained of baving spent a week 
in prison, he was answered that he certainly 
deserved some punishment for having cheat- 
ed the ‘‘very highest court in Europe” into 
believing—what? He packed King-Fu up yes- 
terday, and left Vienna with 20,000 florins, 
his nephew and his automaton. 


Fiying over the Channel. 
From the New York Times. 


Since the Montgolfier balloon ascension of 
1783, numerous have been the attempts made 
to cross the British Channel. Tvu-day, in 
England, if nothing interferes, it is announce. 
ed that Col. Brine, ofthe Royal Engineers, 
with a Mr. Simmons, an aecronaut cf repute, 
are to start from Canterbury in an India rubh- 
ber balloon, which will be intlated with 57,000 
feet of gas, obtained from the Canterbury 
Gas Company. The trip will be made, pro- 
viding a northwestern aerial current is 
found, which is prevalent at this season of 
the year on the English eoast. To determine 
tbe direction of the wind small pilot balloons 
willbesentup. Though the point of depar- 
ture is fixed, no specific place of landing can 
be determined upon. The travelers might 
drift across the Channelinan hour or two 
easily enough providing the wind was favora- 
ble, but a more westerly slant might cause 
them to traverse that wider expanse of north- 
erly waters. From Canterbury to Calais, as 
the crow flies, the distance is a very little 
over 60 miles, then the European coast rapid- 
ly trends toward the east, until at Ostend 
the water expanse tobe crossed is over a 
hundred miles. With any wind blowing 
from west to east the chance of the aeronauts 
landing somewhere secms quite certain, the 
only trouble beings that if there should be too 
much of a soutberly slantin the upper cur- 
rents, the balloon going before it, they may 
be carried on over an endless expanse of wa- 
ter far beyond the land. There never has 
been yet an ascension without a considerable 
amount of risk, and the art of managipg or 
directing balloona is atillas unattainable as 
when Monigolfier made the first attempt.

MME. DE NOVIKOFF. 


An Intriguing Russian Lady Whe En- 
tangled Mr. Gladstone. 
From the Philadelphia Telegraph. 

Mme. de Novikoff, remarks tbe cable man 
in London, has left that city for Moscow, “and 
probably will not return to Engiand.’’ Allof 
which is interesting and might possibly be 
important if the halo of mystery surroundiog 
Mme. de Novikoff could be removed. Count 
Schouvaloff, when Russian Ambassador at 
London, said that Mme. de Novikeff “is 
neither young nor pretty, nor spirituelle 
enough for Paris, but even she, it seems, will 
do for London.” This Novikoff woman is the 
wife of a Russian oflicer at Kharkoff, but she 
has long been separated from her husband, 
and ts, therefore, tabooed in Russian society, 
which has always been so very remarkabiy 
vir.uous in matters of mere etiquette.

has been ample time for the fashionanple Rus- 
sian novelist Bolerinski to dish up the amours 
of her giddy youth ina novel entitled “La 
Victime de Nuit.” That Mme. de Novikoff 
is the real heroine of Bolerinski’s bvok has 
been established out of her own mouth, for 
On One Oceosion, in a crowded apartmeat, she 
exclaimed: “tiow could Bolerinski tell 
these things of me?” Years ago, being de- 
nied the consolations and comforts of a home, 
she determined to oceupy as much space as 
possible in the public eye. Soshe threw her- 
selfinto the Panslavist movement, but the 
suspicious Panslavists took her for a spy, and 
she could make no headWavy in tahat direction. 
fier desire for notoriety then carried her 
over Europe, and caused her to attend nearly 
every Kuropean congress on education, inter- 
national law, science, etc., but she still made 
little pregress. About 1876 she appeared 
in London, and for a time was well received 
in society. When, however, she began 
her campaiga in 1877 by opening a saleon. 
Oaly gentlemen visited her, but ber success 
among gentlemen was most remarkable,which 
was better than obscurity. .A special impor- 
tance was given to her when she first opened 
her saloon in London by the well-known fact 
that her brother-in-law was Ambassador at 
Vienna. a center of Russian intrigue, while 
one of her brothers, who had enriched bim- 
self by the most barefaced plunder om a 
grand scale in Poland, was aide-de-camp to 
the Grand Duke Nicholas, who was then at 
the headquarters of the Russian army in Bes- 
sarabia. These two kept up a constant cor- 
respondence with Mme. de Novikoff, and she 
consequently possessed the most accurate 
and detailed information concerning all the 
movements of the Russian army andthe in- 
trigues at the Court of Vienna. Her power 
of predicting events in the Turke- Russian 
war made her greatly soucht after by news- 
paper men, over whom she endeavored to 
throw ali the alilurements of her charms. No 
one connected with the press was too insig- 
nificant for her endeavors: if he had onlya 
crain of influence he was invited te her re- 
ceptions, to private tete-a-tetes, and no pains 
nor patience was considered too much to win 
him over to her cause. 

But these are small matters—she finally 
captured even Mr. Gladstone, then the Jeader 
of ‘her Majesty’s Opposition,” and an earnest 
Turkphobist. She began her designs on poor 
Mr. Gladstone by writing bim a letter fuil of 
the praises of the ** Great British philanthro- 

ist,’ and lauding bis pamphiet against the 

‘urks. At first Mr. Gladstone Was so dis- 
creet as to have Madame’s letters answered 
by his wife; but discretion is not one of the 
characteristic features of the Liberal leader, 
and before long there was, according to the 
very general belief, am almost daily corre- 
spondence between him and Mme. de Novi- 
koff. His private meetings with her were 
numerous, and no one better than Mme. de} 
Novikoff understands how to make her influ- 
ence feit by such means; they are her favorite 
methods of obtaining fo!lowers and the source 
of most of her power. The indiscretions of | 
Mr. Gladstone’s letters—of which Madame 
made no seeret—went so far that in one of 
them he is said to have confided to her that 
Lord Beaconsfield was to be overthrown by 
means of an agitation for household suffrage 
among the rural laborers. When these affairs 
began to spread abroad after Mme. de Novi- 
koff had left for Paris, a provincia! admirer 
of Gladstone published a letter demanding 
an explanation from the Liberal leader, who 
replied by expressing his contempt for those 
who meddied with his ‘‘private affairs.’’ 
Later on, when angered by some transparent 
allusion in Parliament to the Novikoff con- 
nection, be answered boldly and wrathfuily 
that the whole matter was an invention and a 
fiction. 

At the time this remarkable intimacy 
between Mr. Gladstone and Mme. de Novik. ff 
began, the latter was probably in no way 
guided or influenced by the Russian Govern- 
ment. But when she had ensnmared so 
powerful a personage as the Liberal leader, 
Count Sehouvaloff, the Russian Ambassador, 
quieily took possession of her and her salon, 
avd she became thernceforth—according to 
popular belief, at least—a mere creature of 
the Autocrat of Ali the Russias. As might 
have been expected, the advent of Count 
Schouvaloff at her salon proved rather 
troublesome at the very stari, and accusa- 
tious that she was a Russian spy became seo 
frequent and persistent that she was forced 
to make a pretense of abandoning politics and 
diplomacy. But although the presence of 
Schouvaioff—the despised ex-chief of 
the Third Section—drove away most of 
the respectable Russians who had 
frequented Mme. de Novikoff’s salon, 
it in ho wise, acvording to 
popular belief, diminished her extraordinary 
influence over Mr. Giadstone. Meanwhile 
she had taken to journalism and authorship, 
and, besides Writing most remarkaple letters 
to the Russ, a Moseow paper, about the cus- 
toms, Manners and habits of thought pre- 
vailipg in Engiaod and the prospective turns 
and twists in ihe Eustern questron, she pub- 
lisned, early in 1879, a book entitled “Friends 
or Foes,’ which was signed with tbe pseudo- 
nym of *O. K.’’ (Olga Kireef). This book 
was nothing more or less than a barefaced at- 
tempt to whitewash every doubtful and tyr- 
apnical act ofthe Russian Government, and 
on a par with itin audacity was her receuatly 
published letter excusing the persecution of 
the Jews. Apd now this curious creature bas 
gone back to Moscow, and Evgtand is threat- 
ened with the calamity of knowing her no 
more. Mr. Gladstoae, for One, ought to be 
thankful for the riddance.

How our Winesare Made.

Theincreasing manufacturein Franee of 
adulterated wine that is intended for export 
as the genuine juice of the grape and the 

‘drink divine, ’? calls forth a sarcastic come 

ment from the Druggist. This journal re- 

marks that the devastation of the French 

vineyards by the phylioxera does not seem to 

affect the wine industry at all, but rather the 

more this insect destroys of the vines the 

larger becomes the quantity of the ‘*wine’’ 

exported. The ingenious French chemists 

prepare an artificial wine from glucose, pota- 

toes, rotten apples, dried prunes, dates, figs, 

raisins, currants, and red beets, and, says the 

journal referred to,“all this swill is consumed 

by England, Russia, and the Orient, but 
chietiy by the United States.’’? Still another 
so called vine-yielding substance has just 
been discovered, and the discovery has been 
described before the Paris Botanics!] Society. 

It is claimed by the discoverer that the leaves 
of the bassia tree, dried after a certain fash- 
ion, have a large proportion of saccharine 

matter, and in combination with water and 
sugar, constitutes,“*an excellent basis for the 
manufacture of artificial wine.’’ This tree 
is found in India, where it grows to a con- 
siderable height, and, under favorable con- 
ditions, it is reported, will yield six or seven 
hundred pounds of dried flower leaves.

figs, apples, and other articles had advanced 
in cost to an uncomfortable extent because of 
the extensive consumption of these fruits in 
making “pure imported wiue.’”’
